No change in refusal to meet PLO

“THE POLICY OF the Government 
is that Israe] wil] not conduct nego- 
tiations with the terrorist organiza- 
tions calling themselves the PLO, 
the Foreign Ministry spokesman 
relterated yesterday. 

The statement came “in response 
to correspondents’ questions” — ap- 
parently concerning a report from 
New York that Ambassador Haim 
Herzog had strayed from this policy 
ne in a speech to the General As- 
sembly on Tuesday night. The re- 
port, by Agence France Presse, was 
highlighted !n a number of morn- 
ing papers yesterday. 

According to AFP, Herzog had 
hinted at the “Yariv-Shemtov for- 
— that is, willmgness to 
negotiate with any group that re- 
coguizes Israel and- desists from 
terror. Te “Yarlv-Shemtov for- 
mula” is not government policy, 
although several dovish ministers 
ere pressing for its adoption. 

Political observers in Jerusalem 
belleve the Foreign state- 
ment yesterday was connected with 
differences of opinion said to be 
looming between Premier Rabin and 
Foreign Minister Allon over the 
Palestinian-PLO issue. The state- 
ment, it is understood, was issued 
upon the instructions of Premier 
Rabin, who was acting Foreign 
Minister during Mr. Allon’s brief 
visit to London (Allon was due 
back late last night), It was not

known whether the Prime, Minister 
had consulted with Allon before 
ordering the statement to be issued. 

Allon is thought by some to be 
inclining towards the Yariv-Shemtov 
position. He Informed the Cabinet 
on Sunday that if and when a full- 
scale debate on the Palestinian | is- 
sue is held, he would like to open 
it with some “new thoughts” on 
the subject. Sources close to Rabin 
say he js reluctant to hold such a 
debate. He believes the timing would 
be inept and feels, too, that any 
change of the official line on the 
PLO would be misconceived as a 


Herzog's text shows that he did not 
in fact endorse the Yariv-Shemtov 
line nor did he stray markedly from 
the official government line. 

“Do you expect us,” he asked 
the Assembly, ‘to negotiate with an 
organization whose policy is based 
on the Palestine Covenant which, 
inter alia, calls for the destruction 
of the State of Israel....? 

“We will negotiate only on the 
basis of a recognition of Israel's 
sovereign rights. We will not nego. 
tiate our own suicide...” 

‘The ambassador himself, in a ra- 
dio interview last night, seemed to 
refute the AFP reading of his 


Speech, He said he had explained in 
his speech that Israel's policy on the 
Palestinians was as stated by Mr. 
Allon in his General Assembly ad- 
dress in September. “That is: our 
Position is anchored to our support 
for Resolutions 242 and 338 which 
eall for peace negotiations.” 

Be had also challenged UN mem- 
bers who ostensibly support Israel's 
right to exist and yet support the 
PLO to face up to this contradiction, 
citing PLO texts to prove the point. 
“That's all I said about the Pales. 
tinjan issue," said Herzog. 

Herzog, however, ig known to pri- * 
vately support the Yariv-Shemtov 
formula, and this indeed may 
account for the AFP report which 
read more into his words than seems 
Justified on the face of them. 

In an interview in last Friday's 
Jerusalem Post, Herzog recalled that 
he had proposed the formula, in a 
Bewspaper article, before the Yom

Want a ‘year of talks’ with U.S.

WASHINGTON. — Prime Minister 
Rabin and Foreign Minister Yigal 
Allon are expected to bring to 
Washington next month a suggest- 
jon that Washington and Jerusalem 
designate 1976 as a year of intensive 
bilateral consultations in an effort 
to work out a joint strategy for an 
overall Middie East peace settle- 

ment. 

But because 1976 is a presiden- 
tial election year, the Israel assess. 
ment is that it would not pay to 
outline its final concessions for an 
overall peace settlement with its 
Arab neighbours to what may turn 
out to be a “lame duck” govern. 
ment. 

Political observers here said this 
week that President Ford has two 
primary objectives for his Middle 
East policy during the coming pre- 
sidential campaign: 1) to avoid a 
resumption of hostilties or an in- 
créase in border tensions; and 2) 
to maintain a semblance of diplo- 
matic movement and progress, thus 
avoiding his oft-repeated fear of 
“stalemate and tion.” 

Although Secretary of State Hen. 
ry Kissinger had first wanted to 
initiate Syrian-Israel talks as the 
next step in the negotiating process, 
Syria has steadfastly rebuffed all 
U.S. initiatives. Meanwhile, the So- 
viet Union has rejected the U.S. 
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Proposal for superpower consulta- 
tions in advance of a reconvened 
Geneva Middle East peace con- 
ference. 

The prevailing assesament in 
Washington is thus that little real 
progress is possible during the next 
months. Next month’s Security 
Council debate on the Middle Hast 
situation is not expected to result 
in any breakthrough, primarily be- 
cause Israel will boycott the session 
and the U.S. is also not believed 
anxious to use the Council as a 
central forum in the peace talks. 

Israel is expected to suggest that 
the consultative process with the 
Ford Administration is a suitable 
stop-gap measure since other 
avenues seem unlikely. The Demo- 
cratic and Republican ‘nominating 
conventions take place during the 
summer of 1976, and if Israel can 
successfully avoid serious negotia- 
tions before then, it is not thought 
likely that serious diplometic move- 
ment will be possible after the con- 
ventions, when President Ford, if 
nominated, will be primarily con- 
cerned with winning the November 


election. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. is expected 
to use its veto next month during 
the Security Council debate to block 
any effort that would substantially 
alter resolutions 242 and 338. Al- 
though no specific commitments have 
yet been made to Israel, the general 
evaluation here is that it would not 
serve U.S. interests to impose new 
ground rules upon Israel, President 
Ford, in his message to Rabin this 
week, assured Israe] that the U.S. 
will not attempt to impose a settle- 
ment. 

It is also believed here that the 
Rabin Ggvernment will suggest long- 
term consultations with the Ford 
Administration during the first 
months of 1976 because additional 
partial steps on the Syrian or Jor- 
danian fronts are not deemed feas- 
ible. If Israel will have to begin the 
difficult negotiaticns for an overall 
settlement, including the question. 
of the Palestinians and Jerusalem, 
it is thought advisable for Wash- 
ington and Jerusalem to work out 
as close a joint strategy as possible 
in advance.

— Telephone instal- 
lation fees should be doubled, and 
the service charge raised by 40 per 
cent, to reduce demand and in- 
‘crease government revenue, Com- 
munications Minister Aharon Uzan 
said here yesterday. He was in 
Beersheba for the dedication of a 
new telephone exchange. 


Uzan said he ‘hoped the gov- 
ernment would accept bis proposals, 
which would put installation cost 
at 112,200 and cancel reductions 
now given to government employees, 
Israel Defence Forces officers ahd 
Defence Establishment employees. 


In answer to another question, 
Uzan said he opposed establishing 
a private company to install tele- 


phones, since that would put money 
in the pockets of private persons 
rather than the Treasury. The Com- 
munications Minister again urged 
that the 5 imcome be ear- 
marked for improving communica~ 
tions systems. He said he Aree re- 
cently met with Finance ister 
Yehoshua Rabinowitz, who agreed 
to a three-year plan for develop~ 
ment of the country’s telephone 
"network. The plan would in the first 
Stage enable persons who had or. 
dered telephones to know when they 
would be installed. 

The switchboard dedicated here 
yesterday is the largest and most 
modern in the south of the country. 
It serves some 10,000 subscribers, 
increasing capacity by over 100 per 
cent.

State appeals Kariv’s acquittal 


State Attorney Gavriel Bach has 
appealed to the Supreme Court 
against the Jerusalem District 
Court’s acquittal of Ze’ev Kariv, 
former board chairman of Wered

Mekorot — and two other company 
officials on charges of fraud. 

Kariv, who was suspended as 
managing director of Mekorot, the 
national water company, because 
of the charges, has resumed this 
post. 

Kariv, along with Carmel Lan- 
cett, former manager of Wered, 
and Shebbtai Shadmi,‘its treasurer, 
were cleared on September 18 of 
charges of falsifying the company’s 
balance sheets during 1969 and 1970 
in order to cover up losses of some 
IL100m. accumulated by the firm. 
They also had been accused of 
persuading Wered’s accountants to 
approve the false statements. 

In his appeal, Bach claimed that 
the ‘lower court had erred in find- 
ing that intentional falsification by 
the accused had not been proven. 
He said evidence brought by the 


prosecution showed that they had 
concealed the company’s losses from 
most of the members of the Board 
of Directors, and had asked the 
board to approve incorrect balance 


sheets.

1) The British Μ Government in Eretz Yisrael prom the infamous 

White Paper. This document sought to deprive Zionism of its two ilife-roots: 

@ τί removed the Jews from Eretz Yisrael by banning Aliya; 

@ It removed Eretz Yisrael from the Jews by banning settlement and the 
purchase of land by Jews. 

2) When Israel was established, the White Paper was repealed in the areas cap- 
tured by the Israel Defence Forces and which now became part of what was 
designated “The State of Israel”, In its place the State of Israel promulgated the 
Law of Return. 

At the same time King Abdullah left the White Paper in force after he invaded 
and conquered parts of Judea and Samaria and annexed them to the “Kingdom 
of Jordan”. 

Now, after these parts of Eretz Yisrael were reconquered in the 1967 war — the heart 

of the country from the strategic-security, national, religious, historical, and cultural 

points of view — not only has the British-Jordanian White Paper not been repealed 
there, but it has even been intensified and “improved” by Israeli legislation. 

The State of Israel prohibits 
x% Israelis fronr staying in the ancient Kingdom of Israel and Jews from staying 

in Judea, more than 48 hours without a special permit; 
% Jews from buying lands there; 
* Jews from freely settling anywhere they wish in Eretz Yisrael. 

The Law of Return does not apply to those areas. Thus Jews have been deprived of 

their natural right to settle wherever they wish in Eretz Yisrael. 

We ask you: If the United States were to shut off sections of America to Jews, or 

if even Soviet Russia were to do so, what an outcry would go up in both the Jewish 

and the non-Jewish world! 

Where in the world is there a country — besides the Arab countries — with such 

discriminatory legislation? Isn't it Intolerable that a Jewish regime should promulgate 

such legislation with respect to such places as

8) The shutting off of parts of Eretz Yisrael to the Jews by the Israel Government 
isn't merely 8. paper act but has a practical purpose: to “keep options open”, 
the options of handing those areas over to the enemy. 

Yesterday the enemy was Jordan; today it is clear that the inevitable outcome is 

the handing of those areas over to the Palestinian enemy who is sending his hatchet- 

men out to behead all of us -- men, women, children. 

In order to preserve this “option”, The Israel Government does not shy from using 


the Israel Defence Forces and ordering it to remove Jewish settlers by force, 


We have reached a situation where the roads of Judea and Samaria are shut to Jews 

but Kept open for Arabs by Jewish soldiers and police. 

The Arabs, of course, do not therefore credit such conduct to any kind of Israeli 

“magnanimity” but interpret it as a sign of wealmess, as a sign of the beginning of 

the realization of al) their aspirations — namely: their advancement from the “Violet 

Line” (the Six Day War boundaries) to the “Blue Line” (the Mediterranean Sea). 

We have reached a stage where many soldiers ordered to expel settlers from Samaria 

{there have been seven settlement attempts, all foncibly repulsed) have refused to 

obey orders! 

4) In defiance of Government policy, we took an initiative that led to the establish- 
ment of the Jewish quarter of Kiryat Arba near Hebron. 

This quarter was intended to become, and mugt become, a Jewish city so that there 

shall be no recurrence of the 1929 pogrom in which dozens of Hebron Jews were 

massacred and the remainder were expelled from the city. But an Israeli Cabinet 

Member, Housing Minister Avraham Ofer, a sworn enemy of Zionist settlement in 

the liberated areas of Eretz Yisrael, is sabotaging, and stopping at nothing to prevent, 

the development and growth of Kiryat Arba, which is already deing hemmed in on 
all sides by Arab construction. 

Repeated attempts to settle in Jericho have been thwarted by the Israel Government. 

Arabs were ready to rent hotels in Jericho to Jews, but representatives of the Jewish 

authorities compelled them to renege. 

A settlement group that is ready to settle in Shilo has been refused by the Govern- 

ment again and again. 

5} Τὰ the face of a surge of desire to establish settlements in the Golan Heights, 
Sinal, and throughout the Biblical Land of Israel, the Government tooks up diver- 
slonary pseudo-slogans like “Go to Galilee” or “Go to the Negev”. 

But nobody is going. Because an Israel steeped in materialism huddles in the Coastal 

Plain (where, inctdentally, Housing Minister Ofer is now busy building two more cities 

in Petah Tikva and Rishon Lezion, which are an ecological and security disaster), 

while our halutzim know that if there ts no Golan, Galilee will fall; and if there is no 

Judea and Samaria, Jerusalem and Tel Aviv will fall! 

6) Shutting off Eretz Yisrael to Jewish settlement increases the difficulties in ab- 
sorbing the olim from Russia and sabotages the prospects of halutzic aliya from 
all parts of the globe. In the past, every wave of aliya built up different parts of 
the country in which each wave went on to express its cultural and social distinct- 
iveness. This is how the olim from Germany built —- and were built. The same goes 
for the olim from Morocco. This is how Western Galfee was built up. Thus 
Dimon2 and the Lachish Region came into being. . 

Only the olim of 1967-1975 have been denied the right of Zionist self-development 

in those parts of Eretz Yisrael which returned to Jewish control in the wake of the 

1967 War which the Arabs launched against Israel and lost: the Israeli “White Paper” 

has denied them this right. 

‘That is why the olim from Russia complain about the materialism they have found 

in Israel 

The upshot is that the Israel Government, by doing mischief to settlement, thereby 

has done and is doing mischief to aliya, too. : 

7) Forsaking the demand of the Jewish People's right to Eretz Yisrael — a demand 
which the Jewish People never throughout its long Exile forsook — also severely 
undermines our international position, 

Concerning the areas of Centra] Eretz Yisrael, the world today knows -of only one 

demand: the “rights of the Palestinians’, 

The Jewish People, through the State of Israel, is demanding only certain parts of 

Eretz Yisrael — and that, on security grounds only. 

In other words, a state called “Israel” is demanding tiny sections of Judea and Samaria 

not because they are hers by right, but only because she claims to need them for her 

security. By what right do you claim somebody else's property for the sake of your 
security or comfort?

to take the role of the mother who refused to allow her baby to be cut in two! 

It is needless to point out that Judea and Samaria in Arab hands means thousands 
of tanks and cannons six miles from Jerusalem, 9-10 miles from Netanya aud Tel Aviv 
— ἃ catastrophic situation in whose shadow many Isreelis will refuse to live. 

Bear in mind: in the Yom Kippur War, the Syrian tanks crossed such distances and 
even double them in the space of one day!

State of Israel (F-H.34/75) 


IN THE SUPREME COURT, 


Yehoshua Bension, Petitioner, v. 


One of the essential 
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elements of stealing 


APETITION for a further hearing on 
8 judgment delivered by the 
Supreme Court on September 18, 1975 
(in Cr. A. 173/75) was dismissed. 

‘The petitioner, Yehoshua Bension, 
was found guilty by the District Court 
of several offences, including steal- 
ing by @ director of a company, con- 
trary to section 275 of the Criminal 
Code Ordinance. His conviction was 
upheld by the Supreme Court which 
increased hia twelve-year prison 
sentence by a IL.25m. fine. 

He petitioned the President of the 
Supreme Court for a further hearing 
on the stealing conviction and the 
fine, arguing, inter alia, that it was 
impermissible to apply, by analogy, 
principles from the doctrine of com- 
pany Nguidation to the criminal 
offence of stealing, as he alleges the 
Supreme Court had done. 

The petition was heard by Justice I. 
Kahn. 


DECISION ᾿ 
IN DISMISSING the petition, Justice 
Kahn noted that the Supreme Court 
had held that the prosecution had not 
succeeded in proving that the 
Williams group (for whose benefit 


“the petitioner had transferred 


millions ‘ οὗ. dollars of the Israel-

‘Swiss Banks, to serve as coilateral} 
were not commercially solvent at the 
time (that is, that the sum total of 
their aasets did not exceed in value 
the sum total of their debts), but had 
proved that the group was unable to 
meet its cash obligations when pay- 
ment fel! due. The petitioner had 
argued in consequence, he con- 
tinued, that the Supreme Court had 
thus established a new and novel rule 
(by analogy with the civil law doc- 
trine of liquidation of companies) to 
the effect that if the manager of δ 
bank lends, or encumbers, deposits in 
the bank to, or on behalf of, 
borrowers who are commercially sol- 
vent and in consequence of these 
loans the bank loses its liquidity at a 
crucial point in time, then that 
Manager is guilty of the criminal 
offence of stealing contrary to section 
275, despite the fact that the value of 
the assets of the bank might exceed. 
the amount of its obligations at that 


same point in time.

that that Court had merely held that 
there was conclusive proof that the 
petitioner had intended depriving the 
owners of the deposits in the Israel 
British Bank permanently of their 
money — which is one of the essential 
elements of stealing — because, 
among other things, by transferring 
such large sums of deposits to the 
Williams group. by way of giving 
them as collateral to the Swiss 
Banks, he had plunged the bank into 
such a state of non-liquidity that it 
was unable to meet its obligations 
when the due time arrived and had 
Perforce to go into Nquidation. This 
‘waa only one of the reasons for the 
Supreme Court's conclusion that the 
petitioner had intended depriving his 
customers permanently of their 
money. emphasised Justice Kahn, 
the other reasons, including the fact 
that the petitioner had concealed his 
acts by deception from the 
knowledge of the Bank Examiner and 
of his own accountants and clerks, 
being even more weighty. 
In short, held Justice Kahn, no rule 
such as that expounded by the 
petitioner had been established by 
the Supreme Court, and there was no 
Cause to grant a further hearing, 
therefore, on the grounds that 
because of the novelty of the rule laid 
down by the Supreme Court there 
‘was room for such a hearing. 
As to the imposition of the IL27m. 
‘ fine, continued Justice Kahn, this, 
too, was not based on any novel rule, 
since it wag imposed by virtue of sec- 
tion 29(a) of the Modes of Punish- 
ment Law (Consolidated Version) 
1970, which provides that the court 
may “impose ἃ fine of an amount tre- 
ble the amount of the damage caus- 
ed, or the benefit obtained, through 
the offence.‘ So that even if the 
petitioner were correct in his conten- 
tion that there was no proof of the 
amount of the damage caused, or of 
the benefit obtained, through his 
offences, and that the Supreme Court 
had erred therefore in imposing the 
said fine, there would still be no 
cause for granting a further hearing, 
as the Supreme Court could not be 
deemed to have laid down any novel 
rule by their erroneous — if in fact it 
was erroneous — imposition of the 
fine. . 
‘The petition for a further hearing 
should therefore be dismissed. 
Decision given on November 11, 
1976.
